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AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN'S "HOST COUNTRY FAREWELL" 

STATEMENT - 

SHORTLY BEFORE AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN GAVE HIS "HOST COUNTRY 
FAREWELL" SPEECH TO THE ADJOURNING GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND 
JUST AFTER THE TEXT HAD BEEN GIVEN TO THE PRESS. SOVIET 
AMBASSADOR MALIK ASKED TO SPEAK TO MOYNIHAN OFF THE 
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FLOOR. REFERRING TO THE BRIEF SAKHAROV QUOTATION ON AMNESTY, 
MALIK SAID MOYNIHAN WAS QUOTING "AN ENEMY OF THE SOVIET 
PEOPLE"; IT WAS AN "UNFRIENDLY ACT" AND "CLEARLY INTENDED TO 
DAMAGE RELATIONS." MALIK STATED HE WOULD WALK OUT. MOYNIHAN 
TOLD HIM HE DID NOT INTEND TO BE UNFRIENDLY, WAS QUOTING 
TWO SENTENCES FROM SAKHAROV'S STATEMENT ON THE OCCASION OF 
AWARD OF THE NOBEL PEACE PRIZE. AND UNDERSTOOD SAKHAROV 
TO BE A DISTINGUISHED RUSSIAN CITIZEN WHO WAS FREELY ACTIVE 
IN THE SOVIET UNION AND NOT UNDER ANY CHARGES. THE CITED

LEAVE BEFORE MOYNIHAN SPOKE, AND SOME OTHERS, BUT NOT ALL, 
FROM BLOC COUNTRIES DID ALSO.

NATO VOTES ON DECOLONIZATION RESOLUTIONS - 

OF NATO MEMBERS, THE U.S. WAS THE ONLY ONE TO VOTE AGAINST 
THE OMNIBUS DECOLONIZATION RESOLUTION THAT APPROVED THE 
COMMITTEE OF 24 REPORT WHICH ATTACKED VARIOUS ALLIANCE 
MEMBERS AND CHARGED NATO ITSELF WITH MILITARY COLLABORATION 
AND ALLIANCE WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND WITH "AMASSIVE 
ASSISTANCE" TO THE SMITH GOVERNMENT OF RHODESIA IN "AIRCRAFT, 
TANKS AND LIGHT WEAPONS." WITH THE SOLE EXCEPTION OF THE U.S., 
THE ENTIRE NATO MEMBERSHIP, BY THEIR VOTES ON THE RESOLUTION 
ON DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION ON DECOLONIZATION, VOTED TO 
ENCOURAGE WORLDWIDE DISSEMINATION OF THESE CHARGES. 

THE VOTES ON THE RESOLUTIONS ON DECOLONIZATION AND GUAM (FRG, 
UK AND LUXEMBOURG VOTED AGAINST) SHOWED A WIDE GAP IN 
JUDGMENT BETWEEN THE U.S. AND ITS ALLIES ON THE HANDLING 
OF THESE ISSUES. THE U.S. CHOSE TO TAKE THE WORDING 
SERIOUSLY AND CONTEST IT; OUR ALLIES PREFERRED NOT TO, 

MOST TO PRETENT IT WAS NOT THERE. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL

WHEN THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY PLENARY ROUTINELY TOOK UP THE

DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY, THE G-77 SPOKESMAN. RAJANOARIVELO 
(MADAGASCAR) UNEXPECTEDLY MADE A SHARP STATEMENT IN 
EXPLANATION OF VOTE CRITICIZING THE "LAST-MINUTE CHANGE OF 
ATTITUDE OF A SUPERPOWER, WHICH EFFECTIVELY UPSET OUR HOPES

LATER, WHEN AMBASSADOR MYERSON EXPRESSED STRONG DISPLEASURE

IN NEW YORK WHO PERSONALLY HANDLED THE REVIEW AND APPRAISAL 
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ITEM WHEN COMMITTEE 2 ACTED ON IT, RABETAFIKA IN EFFECT 
DISOWNED THE PLENARY STATEMENT BY HIS SUBORDINATE AND 
SAID WE SHOULD TAKE THE STATEMENT HE, HIMSELF, HAD DELIVERED 
IN COMMITTEE 2 AS THE OFFICIAL G-77 POSITION. HE ASKED THAT WE 
REPORT TO WASHINGTON THAT HIS SUBORDINATE HAD "GONE TOO FAR"

(UK) SAID THAT A WORKING PAPER HAD BEEN DISTRIBUTED TO 
MEMBERS, AND HE PROPOSED TO HOLD INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS 
ON IT DECEMBER 19. 

SALIM (TANZANIA) CONSIDERED THE PRINCIPLE OF SELF-PETER - 
MINATION SACROSANCT, AND THE FIRST STEP TOWARD RESTORING 
CALM IN TIMOR WAS FOR INDONESIA TO WITHDRAW ITS FORCES. 

HE WAS CRITICAL OF THE INDONESIAN INVASION, SAID THE 
PRESEICE OF REFUGEES IN INDONESIA OR CONCERN ABOUT THE NATURE 
OF THE REGIME IN TIMOR COULD NOT BE USED AS A LEGITIMATE 
ARGUMENT TO INVADE TIMOR, AND DEPLORED PORTUGAL'S FAILURE 
TO FULFILL ITS RESPONSIBILITIES. IN HIS VIEW, THE MODALITIES 
FOR DECOLONIZATION OF TIMOR REMAINED THE PURVIEW OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY (GA), BUT HE FAVORED SC DECISIONS TO 
ACCOMPLISH THE OBJECTIVES OF GA RESOLUTION 3485(XXX) 

ON TIMOR. 

FERNANDES (GUINEA BISSAU) STRESSED THE RIGHT OF EVERYONE

WISHED TO LIVE, AND SAID HIS COUNTRY WOULD ACCEPT THE

FOR ANOTHER" WAS NOT THE WAY TO GIVE THEM A CHOICE. 

GUINEA BISSAU RECOGNIZED FRETILIN BUT CONSIDERED THAT THE 
PEOPLE OF TIMOR THEMSELVES MUST DECIDE ON THEIR FUTURE 
WITHOUT OUTSIDE INTERVENTION. ALL INDONESIAN TROOPS 
MUST BE WITHDRAWN IMMEDIATELY, AND A UN PRESENCE ESTABLISHED 
IN TIMOR, HE STATED. 

MALIK (USSR) WOULD SUPPORT ANY CONSTRUCTIVE SC MOVE 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION (INITIATED 
BY THE SOVIETS) AND THE GA RESOLUTION WHICH AIMED AT 
RESTORING PEACE IN THE AREA. OBSERVING THAT OUTSIDE 
INTERVENTION IN TIMOR COMPLICATED THE SITUATION, MALIK 
SAID THE SOVIET UNION INSISTED ON THE RIGHT OF PEOPLES
